T he wourded men died in a8 few momente, and was
covveyed to his room, in the upper part of the buill
irg.

Tre officer searched the prizoner, aud found upon
bis person a six-barrelled revoiver and & bowie-kuife,
Four barrels of the revolver had been discharged, sud
the others still heavily loaded with ball,

HEARING AT THE MAYOR'S OFFICE,

A hearirg of the prisoner was held at tha Mayor's
Oflice, before Ald. Eneu, at 7 o'cluek.

The prisoner, who ie ra‘her & youug-looking man, of
medium hight, and dark complexion, with dark hair
aud mustache, stated tuat Lis name was Thomas
Washington Smith, sod that be was 3 years of sge
He claimed Ph'ladelphia ss his residence, but did ut
#top in the city permavently, traveling trom placs to
placc a8 an agent for soie Wercactils house or com-
wercial ageoey.

Jamer Albright No 21 of the Reszerve Corpe, gwern
I arrested the prisover; 1 was goit g up Chescut stree
on the lower side, havicg in charge & womau whom
had arrested for stealing, and whom I was takiog back
to the store when the prisoner was poioted oot to me
by & person who said thst he had shot & waw in ths
Rt. Lauwrence Hotel; I handed the womsu over to
apotber man acd went up to the prisonsr, taj ped him
on the ehoulder and told him I wanted uiwm; he took
out his bowie-knife and held it in his right b od, and
bended it over to me when I asked him for it; he also
harced me Lis pistol, and asked my protecion, which
I promieed, and brought bim down api locked him
up. The officer bere identified the pietol, which is
owe of Colt's six-barreled revolvers, sod said that it
was cocked when the prisoner took itout of nis pocket.
He aieo ident fied the bowis koife, which Is abuat
twelve inches lopg, snd engmeed o a red moroes
case, with 8 sprivg.  The case bears the followiug in-
ecription: “Tom. Wash. Smith, Pe Bow's Roate,
Wasbington, D. C.

The kife bore evidence of havieg been whet by an
excited hand; the edge was very snarp, and in some
places had been worn away by the friction. Tae koile
wust have been whet ou & stone, aa the gides were
much scratchied.
